The Streamliner originated in the Mountains of 
Northeastern Oregon at an altitude of 3,000 feet, where 
winter temperatures fall 20 to 30 degrees below zero, 
therefore is extremely hardy.

Also the berries ripen about two weeks 
earlier than the thorny vines, which is a big advantage, 
as the crop matures while there is abundant moisture in 
the ground, besides can always count on top prices for 
the early market, and as well a ready outlet to the can- 
neries and processing plants.
